OTHER CONSIDERATIONS. 


There were two other considerations for the 
Court on a question of bail. One was the 
gravity of the offence, and the other was the 
severity of the punishment. The offence was 
about as grave as any offence could be, and 
he did not see how there could be a sugges- 
tion of extenuating circumstances, and if the 
accused was found guilty, there would be only 
one punishment that could be applied, and 
that was capital punishment. ese were 
circumstances the: Court was bound to ta‘e 
into consideration on the question of giving 
bail, and it would be an unprecedented use 
of his lordship's discretion to grant bail, 

As to the court that had been referred to, 
not being constituted, counsel said that if this 
was a case in the city where the court was 
constituted the trial could not be before 
November or December. It might be that 
the new court would be constituted in Decem- 
ber or at latest in January. If there was 
any negligence or delay on the part of the 
authorities the time to make the application 
would be when such negligencé or delay had 
taken place.

THE JUDGMENT. 


Mr. Jiistice Hanna seid that the accused, 
who was a medical doctor of good standing 
and large practice in the County of Dublin, 
was one of two men committed on the 50th 
July in custody for trial on the charge of 
wilful murder of “ Honour Bright.” The 
committal order was for trial at the next 
Court of the High Court Circuit for the 
County of Dublin, within which eounty the 
crime was committed. The application before 
the Court was that the accused be admitted 
to bail pending his trial on the grounds that 
the depositions disclosed no case against him, 
and that the Court to which he had been 
sent for trial was non-existent, or at least, 
simply in embryo, inasmuch as there was 
merely in the Courts of Justice Act provisions 
for its future establishment.  . 

He could not regard the application as pre- 
mature, as sugg@sted by Mr. Bewle , inas- 
much as an accused was bound to claim his 
right to trial at the earliest reasonable 
moment or ask for bail. According to the 
theory of the law an accused was committed 
in custody for trial in a serious case because 
there was & probability that he might not 
otherwise be available, and not because there 
is any presumption against him of guilt. 

He was satisfied from an examination of 
the decisions that the fundamental test on 
bail motions was the probability of an accused 
evading justice, but he was entitled only to 
have regard to certain matters which had 
been from time to time laid down by courts 
of high anthority as guides to a decision on 
that probability.

WHAT IS NATIONALISM? 


ADDRESS AT CATHOLIC 
LEAGUE. 


The inaugural meeting of the International 
Catholic League was held yesterday at Wad- 
ham College, Oxford, when - twenty-eight 
countries were represented. The Bishop of 
Pella (i ignor Browne) presided. 

The Rev. James Ryan, Professor of. Philo- 
sophy, Catholic University, Washington, 
read a paper on “ What is Nationality?” in 
which said that he approached the 
problem from the angle not only of: a 
Catholic, but of an American Catholic. 
nationalism, like’ every: other movement or 
idea, might be, and was, abused, no one 
doubted, and that, the true meaning of 
nationalism. was often distorted and made a 
cloak to cover wicked and unjust ideas need 
not be questioned. But Americans felt that 
Nationalism, as they knew it to-day, was a 
product of the French Revolution, 
} revolutionary contagion, originatin in 
France, spread: to every country in Europe 
and to both Americas, No conception “of 
nétionality which: contravened or contra- 
diéted the -truths of .Christianity could be 
acceptable. 

‘At the basis of every true nationalism 
stood, as its secure and lasting foundatio., 
the truth of the .solidarity. of. the . human 
race, and the dependence of every creature 
upon every other creature. There was no 
redemption either of the individual. or the 
race m the suicidal. vice of selfishness, 
except. by. service in the interests of others. 
A. world .in.. which ., selfishness 
.supreme would be. a world unfit either for 
man or beasts. A national union, in the last 
Nó Ar was but a step towards unity and 
solidarity. A nation was a people living and 
acting as a unit, and just as the indiyiduals 
who made up the nation possessed the right 
of self-government, self-expression and self- 
preservation, so the nation which concretised 
their collective wills and. purposes had the 
right of self-government, of self-expression 
and self-preservation. 

Unfortunat:": every nation had its false 
philosophies of nationalism; yet this false- 
hoad Id not close their eyes to the truth 
of Christian nationalism. Christian thought 
recognised no rights which did not carry 
reciprocal obligations. .Nation:lity need not 
incarnate selfishness, need not lead to 
injustice. A nationalism: built. upon and 
guided by the principle of human solidarity 
ot degenerate into the disgraceful 
Chauvinism which right«thinking men must 
at all times deprecate and condemn. 

The humanity of mankind, the oneness of 
our race, the common justice by which we 
are ‘all bound; limit; oblige and exalt 
nationality. When nationalism recognised 
fully there principles of justice and governed 
itself accordingly they need have no fear 
that it would ever refuse to appreciate. its 
obligations towards al! the world, or that it 

fail to. maintain, with every resource. 
at its command, its own rights. against 
unjust aggression, from whatsoever source.

“Some 
of the continental streets are very narrow>~so 
narrow that foot passengers often have to 
stand in shop. doorways while the ‘cars are 
ssing.. “Such conditions do not exist: in 
ublin, and still they have not gót. beyond 
single cars, although co by tram is 80 
ular with the residents. 
Continental cars are nearly, all entered at 
the centre and not at the extreme ends, as is 
the custom in Dublin, “this being a necessary 
safeguard in the trailer system. . The cars are 
divided in two. sections, with a small corridor 
between for the conductor, one section being 
for smokers and one for non-smokers. The 
entry at the centre does away with the neces- 
sity of passengers either entering or leaving 
the cars near the next car, and there are inter- 
lapping guards or gates between every two 
cars, so that no one can pass between any two 
cars, Two-deckers are unpopular for various 
reasons, and are seldom seen anywhere. (Open 
cars, covered in at top only, are run in con- 
junction with the others in fine weather for 
those who want a superabundance of air; but 
they are chiefly used by women, who seem to 
require more air than a man. 

he trailer system is a great economy of 
power when the track is level, as the power 
needed to drive one car will drive three or 
four. It is only. on inclines that the addi- 
tidnal power is needed. The doub'e-section 
cars are móre rigid and do not sway or work 
themselves co violently, and are thus more 
comfortable to travel in. It is time that 
Dublin should adopt “more modern methods. 
The old Board of Trade, though a very useful 
and safeguarding body, are too slow in adopt- 
ing improvements and more disposed to 
hamper than to encourage changes of any 
kind; but they must go with the times and 
afford every facility to progress, with all due 
saféguards. It used to be thought, and is so 
still with some, that what was good enough 
for our forefathers is good enough for us. 
Well, it is a good old saying, but there would 
be. no trecglltiig by air or by motor or by 
tram if the saying was carried out literally. 

I have not a word to say against the work- 
ing of the Dublin trams. They seem to be 
padmirably conducted and worked, but they 
Should he allowed. a freer hand, with all 
reasonable safeguards, and encouraged in 
every possible way to keep up with the times. 
Under the new régime I hope to see Dublin 
a.city of progress, and not a city tagging 
behind: in all approved modern ways which 
lead to. prosperity.—Yours, etc.,

Dominion Governors.

Some 
comparatively recent. appointments have 
not proved as satisfactory as could be 
desired, with tie result that the local 
Press used pretty strong language about 
the Home Government’s.choice. In doing 
so it only reflected what generally was 
public opinion on the spet. Correspond- 
ence is in progress between the Colonial 
Office and the Dominions, and when all 
the replies from overseas have been re- 
ceived the Cabinet, will take the subject 
in hand with a view to announcing 4 
decision soon after Parliament resumes. 
Several members of the Cabinet have ex- 
pressed themselves strongly in favour of 
the Colonial view, which is crystallised in 
the objection to Governorships being 
bestowed mainly as rewards for political 
services. 


Labour Globe-Trotters. 


Labour members invariably manage to do 
a great deal of globe-trotting during the 
longer recesses. This autumn is no ex- 
ception to what has become a rule. Some 
ate already on the high seas bound for 
Canada and Newfoundland.. Mr. Ramsay 
Maedonald sails. about. the end of next 
month for Canada. Mr. Arthur Henderson 
heads a deputation of the Labour Party 
to Marseilles, where they meet the Inter- 
national Labour and Socialist Congress, 
of which he is chairman. Immediately 
after the Labour Party Conferénce at 
Liverpool towards the end of September, he 
leaves for the United States and Canada. 
accompanied by a large band. of .Parlia- 
mentary colleagues. They are to make an 
extended tour of the big centres in those 
two countries, lecturing at most places 
which they visit, mainly on the anterna- 
tiona] aspect of politics. 


The Railway Dispute. 


Although. the , railwaymen' have been 
fairly. quiet lately, trouble in . that 
direction has not been averted, and .there 
still exists a situation which requires ex- 
ceedingly delicate handling. Extremists 
are making the ‘utmost: of the events of 
last week, careless of distorting facts so 
long as the story suits their tmmediate 
purpose or ulterior object. . Their plea, of 
course, is that the resolution of the miners 
has brought them nearer their ideal of 
nationalisation, and their advice. is that 
railway workers should do likewise, -hold- 
ing up the community to ransom., The 
so-called Labour leaders appear. to -have 
besn captured or treated as back numbers. 
It is certain that any attempt to reduce 
wa or to economise by reduction of 
tal will make a big fight inevitable. 
Trade is hampered by heavy transport 
rates, freer movement en the railways 
being an essential to any general improve 
ment. 


Irish Workers in England. 


For many years before the war Irish 
migratory labourers were to be found in 
various parts of England at this time of 
yecr, but fewer have crossed since 1914, 
and they, apparently, have gone either to 
Scotland or to the North of England, as 
few have been discovered in the Southern 
districts. This year, however, there has 
been a change in the direction taken by 
the men, as reports from Lincolnshire 
speak of large numbers of Irish Jabourers 
being employed in the harvesting opera- 
tions. British farmers with experience of 
Irish workers usually speak well of them, 
not only on account of their willingness 
to work, but also because they do not 
have to be taught their jobs. Before the 
House rose some of the Socialist members 
complained that Irishmen were being. en- 
gaged on farms in preference to local

HARD WORK TO REGAIN LOST

' Increase the stock and reduce the prices.”

AN OPTIMISTIC VIEW. 


BIGGER EXPORTS EXPECTED 
NEXT YEAR. 
From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


‘On. the whole the cattle raising industry 
in» this country is in a very healthy condi- 
tion. The number of cows has not been 
reduced, and the rearing of calves is being 
carried on probably to as great an extent as 
in any year on record.” 

This was the statement yesterday of a 
leading representative of the Ministry of 
Lands and Agriculture. 

“There is really no decrease as compared 
with the average, for the past ten years, and 
nothing to be alarmed at. While the total 
export for the first six months of 1925 was 
not as great as for 1924, the total at the end 
of the season will probably be equal to the 
average of the past ten years.”

In 1924 there was a very large export of 
cattle owing to the numbers which were held 
over in 1923 due to the dockers' strike, 
and the export oí 1924 was the highest on 
record, with the exception of 1913, which was 
also an abnormal year, following.an outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease in 1912. 

There is, it is stated, no truth in the sug- 
gestion that farmers got rid of their stock 
more freely in 1924 because they were short 
of cash. In that year,.too, there was experi- 
enced. a very big demand for young stock 
for converting into. early beef on the other 
side. This demand was for animals under 
two years old, and was probably greater 
than in recent vears. 

On the other hand, I find that during the 
spring of 1924, and also during the spring 
of this year, a larger number of calves 
have been reared. In fact during each of 
those seasons comparatively few calves were 
slaughtered for veal. On this account it is 
expected that our exports for 1926 and 1927 
will be, if anything, above the normal 
average. 


CANADIAN CATTLE COMPETITION. 

With regard to the effect of Canadian 
stores ‘on the Irish cattle trade, the figures 
available show an increase in the number of 
Canadian cat. > imported rp to the end of 
April, buat the indications are that the total 
import from Canada for this year will not 
equal that. of 1924. In any event, the num- 
| of Canadian cattle landed is so small in 
comparison with the total requirements of 
Great Britain’ that it’ could have no effect 
upon the expért of cattle from Ireland. 

It would. ‘require to be increased tenfold 
before its effect would be felt, and in view 
of the increased -freights on Canadian cattle 
from £5 10s. to £6 5s. per beast, it is not 

kely teat there will be any huge develop- 
ment ‘in the import of live cattle from 

anada,

INVISIBLE EXPORTS. 
£10,000,000 A YEAR. 


DR. GEORGE O’BRIEN’S VIEWS. 
That the J/rish Tiines is “ unnecessarily 
pessimistic about the figures ” is the opinion 
of Dr. George O’Brien, a well-known writer 
on economics. 
_In analysing the returns for our representa- 
tive, Dr. O’Brien; who was a member of the 
Free State Commissions on Tariffs and Agri- 
culture, explained that the imports and ex- 
ports for thé five months under review were 
“equally down,” the deficits remathing the 
same as last year. 

““In other words,” he continued, “ the ad- 
verse balance is the same as last year, The 
figures of imports and exports are in them- 
selves of very little value in estimating the 
real condition of the external ‘trade of the 
Free State because they merely record’ the 
visible items, and take no account. of the ih- 
visible imports and exports. These last must 
be taken into account before a true balance 
can be struck. 


£10,000,000 A YEAR. 
“It is impossible with the material at our 
disposal now,’ commented Dr. O’Brien, “ to 
estimate these invisible imports and exports, 
but’ it is certain that the principal! item that 
must be taken into actourtt is the very latge 
revenue which people in the Free State derive 
from outside investmenta. . The amount of this 


State, have been made up for two or three 
years, but it is probably not much less than 
£10,000,000 a year. 

“The fact that so large a revenue is drawn 
from abroad enables the country to import a 
large quantity of goods for which it has not 
got to pay by way of exports, and this, far 
from being a dangerous, is an enviable con- 
dition; because it shows that the Free State 
has, so to speak, about £10,000,000 a year of 
‘private means.’ Of course, it is possible 
that the country as a whole has to dip into its 
capital in order to make up for the adverse 
trade balance, but whether that is so or no 
cannot be decided without a fuller knowledge 
than we already possess of the invisible im- 
ports and exports, and of the banking 
statistics. 


HIGHER STANDARDS OF LIVING. 
“I am not inclined to think that the 
country as a. whole is living on its capital, 
because there is no sign of a lowering of the 
standard of living of the individual members 
of the community. On the contrary, people 
who have come back to Ireland for the Horse 
Show after a long absence, have been. much 
impressed by the general use of the 
standard of living among all.classes. Nor 
ia there any unusual. numberof bankruptcies. 
“Bo long. as the individual members of 
the community are not apparently feeling 
the pinch, the national wealth of the country 
would not seem to be endangered. 

“Of course, all this” remarked Dr. 
O’Brien, “is purely speculative in. the 
absence of fuller statistics than we. possess. 
It would be most. useful if the Minister of 
Industry. and Commerce, instead of compil- 
ing a mere table of visible imports and ex- 
ports—which in themselves teach us very 
little—were to attempt to construct a real 
national balance of payments to and frem 
the Free State on the lines of the table pre- 
pared by the United States Department of 
Commerce. This ‘table, which is prepared 
annually, gives a full account of ‘the move- 
ments of merchandise, interests and 
dividends, of gold and silver in and out of 
the United States, and so on. 

“Many of the items ate, 6f course,” Dr. 
O'Brien added, “only approximately 
accurate, but ‘the table as a whole is of the 
greatest value, as showing the real, as dis- 
tinguished from the merely visible, balance 
of the national trade of the United States 
for the year.” a :

Reports from Great Britain, and also from 
Italy, concerning the aeroplanes that are to 
represent those countries in the contest for 
ithe Jacques Schneider Marine Flying Trophy 
this autumn dre causing some uneasiness 
among American Army and Navy airmen, 
who will defend the trophy won in England 
in 19235. The race will be held over a 590 
kilometre course near Baltimore, Maryland, 
on October 23rd. and 24th.

England won 
the cup in 1922. 

Orders have been given jointly by the 
United States Army and Navy Air Services 
for three racing airplanes, which will be used 
to defend: the trophy. The planes are being 
built by the Curtiss Company at Garden City, 
Long Island, Néw York, and will be delivered 
in time for.tests prior to the Pulitzer Trophy 
races, in which they will fly, at Litchel Field, 
Long Island, New York, on October 8th, 9th, 
and 10th. One plane will be flown by an 
Army aviator. the other by a Navy flier, 
and the third machine probably wili be held 
in reserve,uniess it is decided to fly that also 
‘in those races.

The export of live pigs from the Irish Free 
State in the first five months of the present 
year was 39,039, as against 152,455 in the 
corresponding period of 1924. The values of 
the pigs were £213,557 and £663,057, respec- 
tively. 

At the same time, the value of the bacon 
imporfet increased by £268,999, and that of 
the bacan exported decreased by £61,569, 

An Irish Times reporter interviewed 
several of the principal Dublin business men 
engaged in the bacon trade, either as curers 
or. wholesale handlers, and asked their views 
ow the above extraordinary figures. They 
expressed the opinion that the great increase 
in the value of imported bacon is apparent 
rather than real. 

During the periods under review American 
and Canadian bacon yalues had increased by 
from 25s. to 30s, per cwt., a very large in- 
crease in a trade dealing in big figures.- Im- 
pee supplies from across the Atlantic have
